THE STORM COMING. 

The operations of the last week would 
seem to indicate the probability of a speedy 
collision between the forces of the Union and 
of Disunion. The advance in Western Vir- 
ginia, the movement in Southern Pennsylva- 
nia at Chambersburg, the occupation of Al 
exandria and the pushing forward towards 
Manasees Junction, and the throwing out of 
troops at Fortress Monroe, are movements 
that evidencly are parts of one deeply laid 
scheme. As we look at the battle ground, it 
appear t ue that the Union forces are 





favored with mach the stronger position. The 
apparent necessity of defending Northers 
Virginia, seeris to vs to put the Secession 
generals to 3 great disadvantage If their 
line is pierced and broken in central V 

their troops at Harper's Ferry will be sur. 
rounded. If they withdraw from Harper's 
Ferry, they give up the whole North of the 
State. If they leave Norfolk or Richmond 
too much exposed, Fortress Monroe, itself 
impregnable, may make an attack upon either 
city a: pleasure. 

Of course, if in sufficient force, the Beces 
sioniste might overturn all this plan, by me. 
nacing where they are menaced. But the 
best sources of information would not lead 
us to believe that they are able to do more 
than they have so far done—act on the de 
fensive. Behind entrenchments their troops 
will do great execution—im the open field we 
have doubts of their being equally efficient, 
The Union forces will have u great advantage 
in the field, in having the regular army on their 
side, and those terrible batteries of flying artil- 
lery which are attached to the regular ser. 
vice. Apart from thia, we believe they will 
be found the better drilled, tne more efficient 
force when acting as a whole, and able to 
“fuil wild rage with steady akill.” There 
fore, looking at the matter as impartially as 
we are able to do, we think that Harper's 
Ferry and Northern Virginia will bave to be 
abandoned before many weeks by the seces- 
sion forces. Still, we do not forget that, in 
military matters especially, “doubtful things 
are very uncertain.” 


A SUGGESTION. 

It is proposed that in order to lessen the 
dificalty which England seems to apprehend 
relative t a snfficient. supply of cotron, that 
Congress forbid any further importation of 
cotton goods from Great Britain. 

And, if England will not furnish one kind 
of hardware, in the shape of rifles and rifled 
cannon, that Congress also forbid the impor- 
tation of apy other kind while that prohibi- 
tion continues, . 

After all the talk of English author and 
statesmen and divines about American sla 
if the result be the perfectly “ neutral” 
unsympathising action of the English g 
ment recently indicated by the debs 
Parlisment, England will be heid bereaft 
utter contempt on this side of the AUantic, 

But we must not be too hasty in coming to 
a decision, Let us see whether the English 
people will tolerate Lord Jobn Russell in 
comparing us to infidel Turks, and the Seces- 
sionists to Christian Greeks-— whether that 
base mercantile spirit which led England to 
force opium down the throats of the Chinese 
at the point of the bayonet, is to deter- 
mine the policy of the British government 
now. England may not koow it, but the 
decision of this question is of infinitely more 
importance to her than to us, aa fifty years 
hence everybody will perceive. Her time of 
trial is coming—and our time of triumph. A 
century hence, and the United States, a 
mighty people, compacted into one nation by 
the present momentous struggle, with ae in- 
tense nationality overriding all State lines, 
full of martial fire, and thoroughly bred to 
arma, will be the leading Power of the globe. 
Almost aguinst our will, we are henceforth 
a nation—a military nation—ready and eager 
to take up arms in any noble cause. Even 
thone among ue who from former education 
and prejudices would be disposed to resist 
the natural and inevitable course of eventa, 
shrink back in hesitation from the task, for 
the hand of the Omnipotent seems to be in it, 
shaping our destiny in a way that one year 
ago we little dreamed of. 






DEAD OR ALIVE. 

The Memphis Bulletin announces the arrti- 
val of Gen. Beauregard, on the 29th ult., to 
take command of the Western civision of the 
rebel army. 

There is quite a wide-spread belief through 
the Northern States that Gen. Beauregard 
was killed at the attack on Fort Sumter.— 
While we see no sufficient resson to adopt 
such a beliet—especially as Mr. Russell, of 
the London Times, describes him as he saw 
him, after the attack on Sumter—still we ad- 
mit it is a Jittle curious that Beauregard has 
kept himself of late so much in the back- 
ground. It was supposed that he was the 
“crack” General of the secession forces, and 
that he would be pitted against Scott. If be 
takes McClelland or Fremont, however, he 
will probably not only have bis hands full— 
but a little running over.

MILITARY MATTERS. 
SUGGESTIONS FROM A SURGEON. 
Having had considerable experience as a 
surgeon in the Briticth army, eapecially on the 
battle feld of the Crimea, permit me to offer 
some siygestions to those who are now going 
to alleviate the sufferings of their fellow 
countrymen in the coming struggle: —Firat, 
It isot the utoost haportance that the men's 
boots should fit well, They will necessarily 
have a great deal of marching, on a hot and 
perbaps sandy soil; more, indeed, than the 
English soldiers had, who were confined in a 
space of 10 miles by 20, comprising the lower 
part of the Crimean Peninsula, from Bala 
klava te the Tehernaya river, and from Se 
vastopol to Baidar 

While in eharge of the 4th division of the 
military train, at the village of Kadikoi, I 
had in two months, more than thirty soldiers, 
entirely diaebled from badly fitting hoota, out 
of a force of 225 English, comprising the di 
Vision (not enumerating 400 Turks, who often 
went barefooted, and whose feet fequently 
dropped off from frowt bites) These boots 
were generally too lange, #o that in walking 
they caused frietion on the beela, and pro 
duced uleers. Such cases were not numerous 
vnong officers, allhough several were simi 
larly athieted 

The Britieh government sent out boots of 
only two sizes, large aud small, so that men 
with medium feet could not be fitted, and 
were oblived take those or none, The 
men were in heepitale, disabled from sore 
heels alone, being otherwise perfeetly healthy 
This may appear to many in elvil life a mere 
trifle, bat 1 was of serious import, as their 
aerviees Were entirely lout for many monthea,

Manufacture of Currant Wine. 


WRITTEN Pom THE SATURDAY EVENING Pomt 

(Commence to gather your currants as soon 
a» they are generally ripe, amd as you gether, 
spread them upon paper in » room admitting 
ofa free ventilation, so that the fruit may not 
moldy you have finished 
picking. When you have thus secured the 
Hain crop, You may commence wine-making, 
reserving the remainder of the fruit for pre 
serves or bottling for winter use. Prepare 
vour vat— which is best constructed larger at 
the bottom than at the top, so as to offer no 
obstruction to the falling of the head during 
fermentation — by filling in, crosswise, cuttings 
of currant bushes, so that they may rise a 
tow Inches above the aperture from which 
the fermented liquor is intended to be drawn - 
then, after putting a little water at the bottom 
of your bailer to prevent the fruit from burn- 
ing, Gil it up with fruit, and, stirring occasion. 
ally, boil for half an hear, and empty into 
the fermenting val, repeating the operation 
until the val i nearly full; as soon as this 
boiled mass of fruit has cooled to the tempe- 
rature of pew milk, cover your vat with a 
blanket; probably fermentation will oom 
mence Within twenty-four hours, and conti- 
nue for a few days when the head formed of 
the huske and stalks of the frait wil! have 


become before 


formed a compact mass at the top, and begin 
o separate; the fermented liquor is now to be 
jrawn off through a wire sieve into tubs and 
| mixed with a good quality of unrefined sugar 
in the proportion of two pounds to each gal 


lon of tiquor; then fill your casks, leaving the 


j bung loose, placing a dish beneath the cask 
in &@ proper position to cateh the yeast aa it 
j works out, Oil up occasionally with cold wa 
tor, so a8 to keep your cask full to the bung 
vole; after a few weeks, when the fermenta 
hon appear to have subsided, draw off your 
wine carefully from the bottoms, adding one 
pound of sugar for each gallon of wine, and 
s quart of aleohol to every forty gallons, to 
check fermentation; after three or four 
months’ time, rack off your wine again, add 
ing to each barrel three pounds of prepared 
chalk, which will act as finings, and will, 
with due « are, prevent your wine from run 
ning into the acetous fermentation. Sound 
wines may thus be produced from various 
kinds of fruit, and if the process is carefully 
conducted, will improve by age, and acquire 
© fulness of favor unsurpassed by any import 
ed wines 

Inthe following spring you will observe 
that «a secondary fermentation takes place, 
When this has subsided, your wine will have 
attained an additional excelleney, agd be 





ready for bottling, increasing in delicacy of 
flavor as it advances in age 

It is, however, necessary occasionally to 
taste your wines, and if they become aeid 
through excess of the fermenting process, to 
neutralize this acidity by adding «a sufficient 
propertion of sugar and prepared chalk
